In 1961, the density of population in the district was 314 per- 
sons per square kilometre which was higher than the State average 
of 250 persons per square kilometre. The most densely populated 
tahsil was Nawabganj, the density being 372 persons per square 
kilometre, Next was Haidergarh having a density of 332 persons, 
Ramsanchighat with 295 persons and Fatehpur with 284 persons per 
square kilometre were third anc. fourth respectively, .The rural 
density was 300 perzens and the urban 3,340 persons per square 
kilometre, 


In 1971, the density of population in the <listrict was 370 per- 
sons per square kilometre, which was higher than the State average 
of 300 persons per square kilometre, Among the tahsils the most 
densely populated was Nawabganj with density (of 441 persons 
followecl by Haidergarh: with 382) Ramsanehighat with 342 and 
Fatehpur with 324 persons per square kilometre, In the rural and 
urban areas of the district, the density of the populatien per square 
kilomtre was 351 and 3,751 person respectively,

There were 44 allopathic institutions in the district in 1977 
comprising 17 primary health centres,.10 hospitals and 17 dispen- 
saries and a total of 364 beds were available in them, In _ the 
year 1978 two State dispensaries were opened at Peerpur and one at 
Udwatpur; Another dispensary was opened at Bara Banki by the 
Employees State -Insurance Corporation for the benefit of the 
factory workers in 1979. The total number of patients treated in 
1979 was 2, 779 indoor and 59,119 outdoor,

Administrative Set-up 


In 1973 the departments of meclical and public health were 
reorganised, abolishing the posts of the civil surgeon and the district 
medical officer of health. Under the new set-up, a chief medical 
officer has been appointed who heads the entire medical, pubhe health 
and family planning set-up in the district, He is assisted by three 
deputy chief meciical officers whe supervise the hospitals, employees’ 
State insurance scheme cispensaries, primary health eentres.  in- 
fectious diseases hospitals and schoo! health dispensaries situated 
within their respective jurisciction, Thes are assisted by doctors, 
compounders, nurses, et¢,, posted in different medical intitutions, 

ti. The. district fas been divided inte three regions, for health and medical pur 
pose since, 1977 and cach region is administered by one depits chief medica! 
officer. 
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In the year 1977-78, the community health scheme was intro- 
duced in the rural areas of the district, One community health 
visitor has been appointed for each 1,000 of the population, The 
visitor is trained to render first-aid and preliminary treatment, He 
carries a medical-kit containing medicines, bandages, etc. The 
visitor also reports about incidence of epidemics, if any, to the 
primary health centre to which he is attached, 


Sanitation and Public Health 


‘ihe chief medical officer assisted by three cleputy chie! 
medical officers, also exercises control and supervision over — all 
primary health centres, avi rural dispensaries having less than 30 
beds. He is also responsibly for the-collection of intelligence about 
epidemics, checking of food ane drug adulteration and for provi- 
ding necessary assistance during the floods and the outbreak of 
epidemics, For his assistance there are also one assistant medical 
officer at the district headquarters and one to two medical officers 
in each primary health centre, 


For public health and sanitation every local body has its 
own team of sanitary inspedtdrstand Vaccinators. Besides, each Gaon 
Sabha is responsible for village sanitation, The services of sani- 
tary inspectors are available to the Gaon sabha. for technical help

The eradication of malaria was initiated in 1958 with the 
spraying of D, D. T, D_ D. T. spraying was carried out twice in < 
year till the end of 1962, Since 1961 domiciliary visits are carried 
out, and the trained staff visits each house to search and treat 
malaria cases. D, D, T, spraying has again been started since 1978 
covering 50 houses around the location of each positive case detectec 
by the staff, 


The staff engaged in the eradication of malaria comprises o 
district malaria officer, two assistant malaria officers, three  senio: 
malaria inspectors, one senior laboratory technician, and one malarii 
inspector, This staff is posted at Bara Banki, A large field staf 
operates in the rural areas and is posted at the primary healt} 
centres, It comprises 129 basic health workers, 32 health inspector 
and 16 laboratory technicians,

The national filaria control programme, which was introduced 
in 1957, has covered the whole district in the last 20 years, The 
main aim of the programme is to locate places where filaria mosqui- 
toes breed, and then to eliminate them, Generally filaria mosqui- 
toes breed and grow in dirty stagnant waters, Facilities have also 
been provided for treating filaria patients, The tncidence of fila- 
ria in this district is very low, as the following statement indicates:

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ERADICATION OF SMALLPOX 


The national smallpox eradication programme was launched 
in the district in 1964-65, The main objective was the successful 
coverage of the entire population by primary and re-vaccinations. 
At present the chief medical officer, is in charge of the scheme, 
He is assisted by a team of sanitary inspectors and vaccinators, 


In the seventies, the smallpox took an epidemic form and as 
many as 95 and 98 persons died of it in 1973 and 1974 respectively. 
However, only 12 persons died in 1975, The following statement 
gives the number of persons vaccinated in the seventies and in 1980:

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PRONIBITION 


The government formulated a scheme of imposing prohibition 
in the State, Under this scheme many districts of the State were 
declared ‘dry’ areas and prohibition was imposed in different dis- 
tricts on different dates, In this district it was imposed on April 1, 
1978, By a government notification dated March 30, 1978 the sale 
of liquor and other intoxicants was completely banned in the dis- 
trict, Later the government, by a notificatjon of September 14, 1978, 
also prohibited the sale of 19 medicines containing alcohol, The 
excise commissioner and his subordinate officials looked after the 
implementation of government notifications in this regard, The 
maximum penalty tor the violation of prohibition was a fine of 
Rs, 5,000 and 3 years’ imprisonment and the minimum was a fine 
of Rs, 500 and six months imprisonment, Since April 1, 1978 to 
December, 1979 the total number) of prohibition offences in the 


district was 440, 


The government revised its policy regarding prohibition and 
it was lifted in most of the districts, Though the district ceased to 
be ‘dry’ area since September 1, 1980, the efforts of the social wor- 
kers continue to make the people conscious of the evils attached to 
indulgence in liquor and other intoxicants,
